N e w Y o r k , October 13th.—[Special.]— 
United States District Attorney Walker 
has concluded that the case of Rev. E. Wal- 
Pool W arren, who was recently called from 
England to the rectorship of the Church of 
the Holy Trinity in this city comes under 
the Act to prohibit the importation of alien 
labor under contract, and holds that he 
must proceed to bring suit. In a letter the 
District Attorney says: 
‘‘Warren is an 
alien, and has immigrated to the United 
States under the solicitation of a corpora­ 
tion with which, prior to his leaving Eng­ 
land, he had engaged to perform laboi, or 
service, in this country. The statute pre­ 
scribes that the labor, or service, referred to 
to is labor or service of any kind. This 
cannot mean m anual labor, or service, sim ­ 
ply, for the terms are of the broadest char­ 
acter, and moreover the exceptions men­ 
tioned in the Act exclude the idea that its 
general provisions relate to mechanical or 
industrial labor alone. 
The exceptions 
pertinent to be noted are, among others: 
’Professional^ actors, artists, lecturers, or 
singers. 
None of these excepted caBes 
w»uld be regarded as belonging to the m an­ 
ual labor class, and the conclusion is inevi­ 
table that, if not excepted, tbey would fall 
within the terms of the law.”

The “ medicine m an" is a very bad Indian, 
and if he aud his followers are not arrested 
all the progress these Indians have made 
will be lost for years to come, aud the 
whole Grow nation completely demoralized.

United States District Attorney W alker 
has concluded that the case of Rev. E. Wal- 
pool W arren, who was recently called from 
England to the rectorship of the Church of 
the Holy Trinity in this city comes under 
the Act to prohibit the importation of alien 
labor under contract, and holds that he 
must proceed to bring suit. 
In a letter the 
District Attorney says: 
“ Warren is an 
alien, and lias immigrated to the United 
States under the solicitation of a corpora­ 
tion with which, prior to his leaving Eng­ 
land, he bad engaged to perform laboi, or 
service, in this country. The statute pre­ 
scribes that the labor, or service, referred to 
to is labor or service of any kind. This 
cannot mean m anual labor, or service, sim­ 
ply, for the terms are of the broadest 'char­ 
acter, and moreover the exceptions men­ 
tioned in the Act exclude the idea that its 
general provisions relate to mechanical or 
industrial labor alone. 
The exceptions 
pertinent to be noted are, among others: 
’Professional^ actors, artists, lecturers, or 
singers.’ 
None of these excepted cases 
would be regarded as belonging to the m an­ 
ual labor class, and the conclusion is inevi­ 
table that, if not excepted, they would fall 
within the terms of the law.”

T H E STR IK IN G PRINTERS. 


E xcitin g S cen es D u rin g th e T rouble at 
th e Crow A gency, 
W ashington, October 13th.—Secretary 
Lamar received this evening from Special 
Agent Howard a telegraphic report on the 
situation at the Crow Agency, in Montana, 
where trouble was begun last month. The 
report, which is lengthy, virtually confirms 
the first dispatches about the trouble, which 
was inaugurated by a young buck “medi­ 
cine m an” and about fifteen or sixteen of 
his followers, who, on the evening of Sep­ 
tember 30th, when preparations were in 
progress peacefully for the issuing of rations 
on the following day, rode through the 
Agency in full war-paint and feathers, fir­ 
ing into the roofs of all the houses, and 
acting in a very insulting manner. 
Special Agent Howard thinks that Agent 
W illiams acted very wisely in not attem pt­ 
ing to arrest them with the Indian police 
force, as it would have engendered blood­ 
shed, and perhaps a general massacre. 
BEDSKIN8 SPOILING FOB A FIGHT. 
Two troops of cavalry arrived on the 
ground about 10 o'clock p. m., with orders 
to protect the employes and property. 
After the arrival of the troops the “ m edi­ 
cine man ” and his followers continued to 
make hostile demonstrations, and 
sent 
word to the troops that they were ready for 
them, at the same time removing all their 
squaws, old men and children from tbeir 
teepees to the opposite side of the river. 
After the troops had gone into camp the 
defiant gang of Indians went to the Trader’s 
store and demanded amm unition, which 
was of course refused. They then fired 
into the store, and the Trader, his wife and 
clerks had to barricade the windows with 
bales of blankets to protect themselves. 
The gang kept np their shooting all night, 
OPENLY DEFYINO THE TROOPS, 
And making the night hideous with their 
yells. In the morning two more troops of 
cavalry arrived, and for five or six hours 
this gang and some sixty or seventy follow­ 
ers, stationed on the top of the hill over­ 
looking the Agency, dared and defied the 
soldiers to come up and take them. 
INCITING TOE TRIBE TO VIOLENCE. 
In the evening they disappeared, and 
have been planting the seeds of discord 
among the whole Crow tribe ever since. 
These Indians have not only stolen horses 
from the Piegans, but from white settlers. 
The “ medicine m an” is a very bad Indian, 
and if he and his followers are not arrested 
all the progress these Indians have made 
will be lost for years to come, and the 
whole Grow nation completely demoralized. 
The longer their arrest is put off the more 
danger is to be feared.

THE GRAND JUBY. 


Judge Van Fleet lias charged the Grand 
Jury of Sacramento county to inquire with 
diligence into the charges made that the 
jury system lias lieen tampered with to its 
corrujition in Sacramento. 
The example 
of the San Francisco Grand Jury was cited 
to the new panel by the Court, with an ad­ 
monition that like energy on its part is its 
duty. 
We are confident that the Grand 
Jurors will give heed to this charge of the 
Court. 
There is every reason to believe 
that Ticious men have tampered with 
juries here, but to just what extent, or in 
just what manner, it is very difficult to de­ 
termine. 
The Grand Jury will have ex­ 
ceeding difficulty in getting ut any facts in 
the matter. 
There has been a great deal 
of “talk,” more of speculation, and a good 
deal of very strange conduct in relation to 
several criminal trials, hut w hether the 
jurors will be able at this distance of time 
to fix with certainty upou any clearly de­ 
fined facts is extremely doubtful. 
G reater 
hope of soinc success might he entertained 
if the ju ry was differently composed. 
Its 
membership, while sterling enough, and 
embracing citizens whose interests are all 
abreast with honest adm inistration of gov­ 
ernm ent and execution of the laws, has no 
men known to be of detective quality, or 
that inquisitorial ability which makes 
a G rand 
Jurym an a sleuth-hound of 
justice. 
The 
Grand 
Juries 
that 
have unearthed corruption and been the 
fathers of reform and terrors to evil-doers, 
are those upon which there have been a 
few men gifted by nature with detective 
ability, that quality of intellect which 
searches for facts in directions the ordinary 
business man is likely to overlook. 
It 
will be no reproach to the jurors if it 
develops, as we judge, that they are not 
thus peculiarly qualified, for such ability 
is rare, and only at long intervals does it 
find its wav into the Grand Ju ry box. 
TheStew art Menzies typeof Grand .Juror is 
not very often met with, hut when it does 
find place in an inquisition, it is an influ­ 
ence that makes itself widely felt. 
I’ossi- 
hly our Grand Ju ry may develop from its 
membership one or two such m en; it may 
be that the new duty will awaken in the 
personality of the jury, talent for searching 
out bottom facts and fathoming motives 
that not even the jurors now have the faint­ 
est idea. 
It is the duty of those who have 
knowledge of facts that will in any way aid 
the jury in fulfilling the direction of the 
Court, to expose corruption if it exists 
and to give the lie to the charges of ven­ 
ality if false, to make such facts known to 
the jury. 
There is no use for grand in­ 
quests in communities th at will not give 
them aid and moral and material support. 
We can expect no successful work at the 
hands of these public officers, either in 
vindication of the innocent or in present­ 
ing the guilty, if the members of society 
have not the patriotism and courage to 
uphold the hands and fortify the powers of 
G rand Jurors by their aid and counten­ 
ance. 


T h e announcement is made by this 
morning’s dispatches that Edison basso 
nearly perfected his phonograph that it is 
now ready for practical introduction into 
the business afihirs of life. I t is asserted 
that the instrument is now so delicately 
constructed that a person can speak “ into 
it ” with the perfect assurance that by

Assuming this to he true, the 
usefulness of the instrument will be at 
once apparent. 
It will enable one to 
furnish to stenographers and copyists the 
exact words desired to be put on record, 
uttered at a time when no stenographer 
was present; it will render it a m atter of 
ease to duplicate the reports of a speech or 
conversation so that it may he under the 
pencils of a score or more of copyists at 
one tim e; it will bottle up and preserve 
for reproduction at any time the precise 
words uttered by a speaker or witness, and 
even the tones of the voice to such nicety 
as to be easily recognized ; it will record 
beyond possibility of dispute testimony- 
given in Court. 
Indeed, the uses of value 
to which the invention may he put are not 
to be thonght of in a moment of specula 
tion. 
W hen first brought out, the phono 
graph was little more than a suggestion, 
and a curiosity. 
Its performance was 
indifferent that it was at once conceded _ 
could be made of no practical usefulness 
in the form it then took. 
If Edison has, 
however, so far perfected it as asserted, 
is easy to understand that it will become 


a n invaluable factor in business, a n d _ 
testing the accuracy of short-hand writers 


in Court and legislative proceedings it will 
be simply indispensable. 


I t is the law that in naturalizing citi­ 
zens “ it shall be made to appear to the 
satisfaction of the Court ” that the appli­ 
cant is a person of good moral character, 
who is “ attached to the principles of the 
Constitution of the republic, and well dis­ 
posed to the happiness and good order of 
the same.”

S a y s the Epoch, “ one o f 
the best 
marked features of the industrial awaken­ 
ing of the South is likely to lie an increas­ 
ing disregard of mere politics, and agrow­ 
ing disposition to treat political agitation 
only as a means to the end of a business­ 
like administration of public affairs, and a 
consequent aid to the material develop­ 
ment of the country.” 
W e would be

A SIATIC CHOLERA. 


B r ie f R e v ie w o f I ts A p p e a r a n c e s a n d 
R a v a g e s In D iffe r e n t C o u n tries. 
Some of the more noted visitations of 
that dreaded disease, Asiatic cholera, are 
given below as a matter of present interest: 
It prevailed in Batavia as early as 1629, 
and in 1768 and 1790 numerous epidemics 
of cholera prevailed in Southern Asia. 
About 1770 it is estimated that 60,000 per­ 
sons perished at Pondicherry, while in 1783 
it is reckoned that 20,000 victims to the dis­ 
ease fell in a single week at the sacred city 
of Ilnrdw ar. The English armies extended 
their conquests in Asia shortly after 1800, 
and when the cholera appeared in Hindos­ 
tán in 1817, it spread rapidly by means of 
English vessels 
to 
Western " Asia and 
Europe. 
By 1830 it had penetrated to 
Russia, and to Germany in 1831, carrying 
oil in those countries in t wo years more 
than 900,000 persons. In 1832 it prevailed 
in France, and within the year caused 120,- 
00o death ; 7,000 of these occurred in Paris 
during eighteen days. 
From Limerick, 
Cork, Dublin and Liverpool ships brought 
the plague to America, and thousands died 
in Canada and the United States; 3,500 
died in New York city, and 4,000 in Mon­ 
treal. In 1833 the cholera broke out in 
Havana and Mantanzas, in Cuba, and it is 
said one-tenth of the population fell vic­ 
tims. it spread over the United States and 
Canada between 1834 and 1830, and raged 
severely in Rome, Genoa, Berlin, and the 
two Sicilies in 1837. For some years it 
disappeared, but entered England at Sun­ 
derland in 1848. This was the town first 
attacked in 1831. During the sum mer of 
1849 over 13,000 deaths took place from 
cholera in the city of London. 
Again emigrant ships brought it to the 
New W orld, and during the spring of 1849 
2,500 died in New Orleans. It spread that 
year over vast regions, appearing at Mem­ 
phis, St. Louis, Cincinnati, and by October 
it had reached Sacramento by means of 
overland emigrants, and about the same 
time San Francisco, by the United States 
steamer Northerner from Panama. During 
this year 5,000 persons died in New York 
city. 
After an interval of some years 
cholera broke out over manv sections. 
It 
destroyed 11,000 victims in Teheran, in Per­ 
sia ; 16,000 in England, mostly in the north­ 
ern towns of Hexham, Tynemouth and 
Newcastle-npon Tyne, and 114,000 died in 
France. 
In 1854 emigrant ships again brought the 
disease to New York city, where 2,000 died, 
and also many in Philadelphia. One thou­ 
sand died ill Detroit, then a small place, 
and 1.300 in Montreal. It raged severely 
tliat year in Italy and Sicily, more than 
10.000 dying in Naples alone. Many deaths 
took place the same year in the south of 
England. 
After a long interval cholera again broke 
out in 1865, and spread over many parts of 
the United States. 
It also raged in A lex­ 
andria, Toulon, Paris, Madrid and Naples, 
and was very severe in Constantinople, 
where 50,000 died from it. During 1866 
and 1867 cholera was prevalent in both the 
old world and the new, and was especially 
severe at times in Naples and London. In 
1871 cholera appeared in Prussia and many 
deaths occurred at Koenigsberg. In 1873 
it was severe at Vienna and the same year 
broke out in the United States in several 
localities. 
In 1881 cholera caused 8,000 
deaths at Mecca. In 1883 it was very se­ 
vere in Egypt, and the lowest estimate was 
20.000 deaths during the summer. 
The more recent outbreaks in Europe 
will be well remembered by our readers. 


T h e N o r th W in d . 
E ds. R ecord-Union : This is the fifth 
consecutive day of the north wind, which 
beginning cool, has gradually increased in 
temperature until the m axim um of 97° 
was reached to-day at 3 t. m. A s hot as 
the blasting simoon which blows over the 
arid regions of Arabia, and ut times as vio­ 
lent as the devastating mistral that sweeps 
over Southern Fiance, our norther has 
features pertaining to either, but has dis­ 
tinctive features which are as much Cali­ 
fornian as is her climate, of which it forms 
a part. Its most peculiar feature, and the 
one most noted, is its dessicating or dryine 
quality. Evaporation is rapid while the 
north wind is blowing, and earth and sky 
appear devoid of moisture. Even men feel 
its disagreeable effects, some graphically 
explaining that they feel as it they were 
being baked. From observation, I do not 
think its effect on fruit exposed to the sun 
beneficial. Apples, pears and figs do not 
do well. They seem to lose their moisture, 
and are shriveled — dessicated in fact— 
robbel of their distinctive flavors, as they 
would be in a dryer that was too hot. 
I 
have noticed that the period of duration is 
three days, and the m axim um velocity 24 
to 30 miles per hour, with a total move­ 
m ent of about 1.000 miles. Occasionally 
the period of duration is extended (as in the 
present case) to five days, though such 
winds are rare. A few of the elements of 
this wind are presented below. 
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Mean daily temperature, 713.

T U e I n str u c tio n * o f J u d g e V an F le e t A r e 
G o o d R e a d in g M a tter. 
The work of impaneling the Grand Jury ! 
was resumed yesterday morning in Depart- i 
m ent Two, before Judge Van Fleet. But 
sixteen members had been secured, and it 
was necessary to issue a special venire of 
fifteen names from which to complete the 
jury. Even from this additional supply it 
was impossible to procure the required 
number. 
Accordingly another venire of 
ten names was issued, from which the iury 
was finally completed. The personnel of 
the jury is: H. C. Lathrop, Jacob Heintz, 
John Ochsner, J. F. Gladney. J. F. Rich­ 
ardson, M. Barber. M. Roach, P. Yager, 
Geo. Smith, J. M. Henderson, Rudolph 
W ittenbrock, J. W. Wilson, Robert Devlin, 
N. L. Drew, Jam es Elder, T. C. PerkiDS, 
Myron Smith (foreman), P. Beckendorff, 
W. D. Comstock. 
After swearing in the jury Judge Van 
Fleet charged them, among other things 
saying that it was incumbent upon tbem to 
investigate all offenses against the law of 
which they were informed, no m atter how 
the same were brought to their notice, and 
stated that an indictment could only be 
found by a concurrence of twelve of their 
number. 
He outlined briefly the m anner 
of taking testimony, and the character of 
evidence they should hear. He also in­ 
formed them that it was their duty as 
Grand Jurors to inquire into the conduct of 
public persons and public officials. 
In his 
closing remarks Judge Van Fleet made use 
of the following language: 
“Before closing this charge, gentleman, I 
wish to direct your very careful attention 
to another matter, and one that directly 
affects the administration of justice, which 
it is entirely proper I should subm it for 
your consideration. 
"It has become manifest that there exists 
in this community a strong sense of uneasi­ 
ness and suspicious that our jury system is 
not entirely free from improper influences 
and dishonest manipulation. This senti­ 
ment has found frequent expression through 
the medium of the public press and the 
voice of the general public, in the form of 
severe strictures, not only upon the m an­ 
ner in wbicb jurors for Courts of record are 
selected and returned, and the character of 
our juries generally, but also in charges of 
corruption and bribery, and that verdicts 
have failed and criminals have been per­ 
mitted to go unpunished through the de­ 
liberate and corrupt manipulation of the 
jury-box. 
It has, for instance, been openly 
charged in exact and unequivocal language 
in our public journals ’ that there has been 
gross corruption of juries in Sacramento 
county; that coin has been paid to secure 
verdicts; that men have gone upon panels 
purposely to thw art the ends of justice; 
that grossly careless making up of lists has 
prevailed; that the evidences are m ulti­ 
tudinous that 


JURIES HAVE REEK FIXED, 
And clearances had by prearrangement. 
These are painful facts, if true, and it is 
unnecessary to suggest that if they be true, 
or any part of them, they exhibit a state of 
things which cannot be passed over lightly. 
The corruption of its Courts of justice in­ 
volving, as it does, the commission of the 
gravest of offenses, is a thing no law-ab'd- 
ing community can afford to tolerate with­ 
out the most earnest efforts to bring the 
offenders to justice. Nothing more directly 
tends to subvert good government than a 
dishonest administration of its laws. It 
would be idle to dwell upon the manifold 
evils that must necessarily flow from the 
existence of such a condition of things. 
They are obvious to the meanest mind. 
“ On the other hand, if these things that 
are charged are not true, then it is equally 
imperative that their falsity should be 
show n—not only to vindicate those upon 
whom they may reflect, but to restore the 
confidence of the "public, since no one 
thing is more detrim ental to the peace 
and good order of society, nor better calcu­ 
lated to bring into contempt and disparage­ 
m ent the law itself, than a loss in public 
confidence in the perfect purity of its ad­ 
ministration. 
‘ W hile these charges are in no legal 
sense evidence of the facts which they pur­ 
port to assert, nevertheless, coming from so 
responsible a source, they are of a character 
to arrest the attention and 


CHALLENGE TH E CLOSEST 
Scrutiny into their foundation for truth, 
and make it the duty of the Court to sub­ 
m it the m atter for your investigation. I 
therefore request of you a full and search­ 
ing inquiry into these charges, and I trust 
if they be found true, in whole or in nart, 
that yon may be able to ascertain the guilty 
ones and bring them to punishment, for 
no class of crime is to be more greatly ex­ 
ecrated than that which seeks to interfere 
with or defeat the administration of the 
law through the corruption of its chosen 
instrum ents. I cannot direct the manner 
of your inquiry further than by the general 
rules the law lays down for your guidance 
in all investigations had before you, but I 
would suggest that your examination ex­ 
tend to ascertaining whether the provisions 
of the law are strictly followed by all those 
who are charged with any liutv connected 
with the jury system— th a t is, as to the 
m anner of selecting and returning jurors; 
the preparation and 


< 
TRESBRVATION OF TH E 1IAI.LOTS 
And the impaneling of juries for trial 
of cases. That besides this you investigate 
the question whether there has been any 
unlawful manipulation or corrupting influ­ 
ence used, either by means of money or 
otherwise by any persons to secure verdicts 
in any particular cases to which your at­ 
tention may be called. I am aware that 
such an investigation is beset with difficul­ 
ties owing to the secrecy and stealth with 
which such offenses are perpetrated; but 
we have lately had a striking example in 
the neighboring city of San Francisco of 
what determination and courage on the 
part of the Grand Jury can accomplish in 
ferreting out this same character of crime, 
and I trust that your labors will be con­ 
ducted without fear or favor, and that they 
may be fruitful of good results. It is un­ 
doubtedly true that color has been lent to 
many of the chargeB that have been brought 
against our jury system by the unfortunate 
fact that there have been frequent and fla­ 
grant miscarriages of justice in jury trials; 
and upon the question as to whether these 
results have been produced by corruption 
and venality, or through other and inno­ 
cent causes, I trust your investigations may 
throw light.”

_ The other two members decline taking 
into consideration any of the officers elect­ 
ed at the so-called up town meeting to 
which Mr. Slater referred. 
Mr. Griffitts said this promotion of Mr. 
Guthrie made a vacancy in the Foreman- 
ship of Engine Company No. 1, and for 
that position he named 
Louis 
Mont- 
gillard. 
Mr. Slater nominated J. A. Kelly for the 
position. 
On roll-call Montgillard received the 
votes of Messrs. Griffitts and Weil, and was 
declared elected—Slater voting for Kelly. 
On motion of Mr. Griffitts, Chief Engineer 
Sullivan was granted a m onth’s leave of 
absence—Griffitts and Weil voting aye, and 
Slater again declining to have his vote re­ 
corded.

Governor Stoneman's adm inistration, but 
resigned, owing to a misunderstanding be­ 
tween him self and the other two Commis­ 
sioners, Messrs. Dibble and Buckingham. 
The present Board consists of Thomas 
J. Sherwood of Marysville. J. D. Harvey of 
Los Angeles and Joseph D. Redding of San 
Francisco. This Commission ought to be 
of much service to California. The last 
l egislature appropriated $15,000 for the 
, restoration ami preservation of fish in the 
waters of the State, and stocking the same 
' with new varieties of food fish, providing 
that not less that 50 per cent shall be ex­ 
pended in the support and maintenance of 
the State hatcheries. 
In addition to this, the same Legislature 
passed a law to regulate the vocation of 
fishing, and to provide therefrom revenue 
for the restoration and preservation of fish. 
Every person engaged in fishing in the 
waters of the State, who uses for that pur­ 
pose a net and a boat, must, in accordance 
with that Act, procure a license. 
The 
owner of each such boat, worked by less 
than three men, pays an annual license of 
$5. Boats that employ more than three 
men must pay an additional $2 50 for each 
additional man. This brings in a large 
revenue, and gives the Commission ample 
funds to render the State good service. 
Heretofore the Commissioners were al­ 
lowed no compensation for their tim e ; 
their actual expenses only were paid by 
the State. This was all wrong, and the 
last session of the Legislature, in tbe third 
section of the License,Act, inserted the fol­ 
lowing; 
“ The money collected from such licenses, 
less the percentage deducted, shall be paid 
by the Commissioners into the State treas­ 
ury, and shall constitute a fund, to be 
called the 1 Fish Commission fund.’ Said 
fund shall be applicable to the payment of 
the expenses incurred in the prosecution of 
offenders against the provisions of this 
Act, and to the compensation of the Com­ 
missioners for each day employed in the 
discharge of their duties, to be fixed by the 
State Board of Examiners, and all other 
necessary expenses.” 
The State Board of Examiners, under the 
provisions of the above Act, allow the 
Commissioners 
all their 
traveling and 
other necessary expenses and a per diem of 
$5 when actually engaged in the service of 
the State.

COMMERCIAL. 


T he Frote***. B eing M ade on th e B ig Sit- 
kiyou T unnels. 
I t is expected th at tu n n el 14, th e n ext 
north of the big Siskiyou tunnel, w ill be 
finished about Novem ber 15th, and th at 
trains can be able to run to A shland by 
December 1st. 
T unnel 14 Is built on a 
curve, th e grade continuing around a hill 
to another short tunnel under th e track of 
tunnel 14, and thence through another 
short tunnel before reaching the open track 
to A shland. 
T he trestle-w ork over the 
first deep canyon, 149 feet high, is about 
completed, and the carpenters are now 
busy putting up the trestle-w ork of the 
nex't canyon, to be 170 feet high, for which 
work the Superintendent started below last 
week to secure extra carpenters. 
After the 
road is open for connection th e carpenters 
will be kept at w ork for som e tim e in order 
to finish up the trestle-w ork bracing. 
T he trains did not go through th e big 
Siskiyou tu n n el last W ednesday as a n ­ 
nounced, owing to its not being ready. 
T rains w ill probably ru n through it this 
week. T he tunnel is kept lighted up all 
th e tim e, so that the track-w alker can see 
his way through and th at everything is all 
right. 
A 3300-foot tunnel takes som e little 
tim e to go through, as trains generally go 
slow in tunnels. 
T he old tim bering of the Siskiyou tunnel, 
arched overhead, has all been taken out, 
and replaced w ith tim bers set on an angle 
from each side, w ith cross pieces at the top. 
which is stronger and m ore secure. A ll the 
Southern Pacific tunnels are covered in the 
sam e m anner. 
T he old lagging of eight 
feet long has been taken out and replaced 
w ith lagging only four feet long, ju st the 
distance between each set of tim bers. 
A t the end of th e tunnel on the north 
side a side track, sm all round-house, tu rn ­ 
table and other necessessary requirem ents 
for a tem porary term inus are being built, 
•n d will soon be ready for operating the 
road conveniently on the opposite side of 
Siskiyou M ountain 
from Cole's.— Yreka 
Journal, October 12II».

T he Gazette of Saturday say s' 
On the 
com pletion o f the new bridge across the 
M okelum ne, near New Hope, we would 
suggest the propriety o f petitioning the 
postal authorities for the establishm ent of 
a new m ail route between Galt and New 
Hope, and the discontinuance of th e old 
route now in operation between New Hope 
and Lodi. 
It is the purpose of the P ost­ 
office D epartm ent 
to m ake 
all 
needy 
changes as early as practicable for the ben­ 
efit of the postal system . 
The benefits to 
be derived by the change proposed in this 
item will be a saving to the G overnm ent, 
and a great accom m odation to th e people 
of the section of th e country w hom the 
service is intended for. 
In the first place, 
the saving to the G overnm ent would be 
m ore than half w hat it now costs, for the 
reason th at the distance between Galt and 
New H ope is less than one-half the dis­ 
tance necessarily traveled over the old 
route. 
Lodi is fourteen m iles from New 
Hope, w hile the latter place is only six 
m iles from Galt. 
H ere is a daily saving of 
sixteen m iles transportation of the U uited 
¡States mails, and one th at the 
postal 
authorities will take advantage of w hen­ 
ever th eir attention is called to the m atter. 
T hen, again, the people of New H ope and 
vicinity would be enabled to receive their 
m ail several hours earlier each day than 
they possibly could over the old route. 
T he Galt people, of course, w ould naturally 
like to see a stage line between New Hope 
and this place. 
A stage-coach full o f pas­ 
sengers driving into Galt daily would be a 
very acceptable new departure for our 
flourishing town, and, certainly is w orth 
the having for the asking.
